Addresses Labour task force

BEIT BERL, — Prime Minister Golda Meir yesterday gave her full 
support to a proposal to draw up a besic law on human rights that 
would eventually form part of the country's constitution. 


Addressing a conference of the 
Labour Party’s “task force" dealing 
with a number of important is- 
sues that confront both the party 
and the country, Mrs. Melr en- 
dorsed the main recommendation 
by ithe ‘chairman “of the group on 
criizens rights, Mr. Haim Zadok, 
MEK 

She rejected claims that Israel 
‘was lacking in democracy, but warn- 
ed at the same time against the 
danger of a majority in parHament 
belng used to change a democratic 
regime. Recalling that Hitler came 
to power through elections, she 
agreed fully with Mrs. Shulamit 
Aloni that proper precautions 
were needed to prevent a minority 
from destroying the democratic re- 
gime. 

BED FRONT 


The Premier thought it was 
wrong to regard the Government as 
‘the enemy from whom society had 
to be protected. The problem was 
how to preserve the character of 
the state and society. She could 
not conceive of a Jewish State 
‘that would not be a democracy. 

In this connection, Mrs. Meir said 
that extreme groups that endorse 
Arab terrorism, such as the “Red 
Front,” should be outlawed. She 
firmly rejected at the same time 
movement, just because one of its 
former members was a spy 515- 
pect. This is just as absurd as say- 
ing that yeshivot are bad Iinstitu- 
tions, because a few yeshiva students 
were violating the law, she sald. 


HUMAN RIGHTS LAW 

Explaining the proposal for a ba- 
sic law on human rights, Mr. Zadok 
said that for such a law to become 
effective, it would ‘have to bbe en- 
shrined above legislation. 
The majority -of Mr. Zadok's task 
force held ( t his own view) 
that such a basic law would re- 
quire more than 50 per cent of all 
Knesset Members. 

‘This was, according to Mrs. Aloni, 
one of the checks and balances of 
a democratic regime in which the 
Government always has a majority 
in parliament. 

Mr. Zadok said that the Labour 
Party would aim to include a 

chapter on human rights in 
its election platform thls year,

BEIT BERL. — Prof. Alex Key- 
nan yesterday urged the appoint- 
ment of a minister for science and 
the revival of the Ministerial 
Committee for Science and Tech- 
nology, to give more impetus to 
Israei's scientific research. 

Tae former chairman of the 
Nat.onal Council! for Research and 
Development, who heads the Hebrew 
University's research and develop- 
mext authority, was addressing a 
conference of the Labour Party's 
‘ vask forces" here. 

“Israel's science does not need a 
Minister, but the effective applica- 
ton of uis scientific potential does,” 
he said. He stressed the need for an 
ες "πὸ State-run centre to en- 
courage and coordinate scientific re- 
s.aich to keep up with developments 
In the world before 1980. Thme is 
working against us, he said. 

This was the main recommenda- 
tlon of the task forces on science 
and technology. He added that there 
was no need to sct up ἃ special 
minisury, but there should be a 
minis:er for science who would be 
atached to the Prime Minister's 
Office, 

Prof. Sa'adia Amiel said that the 
Foi=cal establishment had an 
ambivalent a‘titude towards acience 
and scientists. It takes pride in their 
existence, but is reluctant to apply 
their findings, he charged. Today, 
there ts concealed unemployment of 
professionals and acadmicians.

Sharef 
defends 
Ministry on 
shortage of 
housing 


The shortage cf immigrant hous- 
Ing is the fault of the officials re- 
sponsible for housing them, not of 
the Housing Ministry, the Minister, 
Mr, Zeev Sharef, said Friday night. 

The unforeseen Increase in immt- 
gration has created a temporary 
shortage of about 2,000 ‘housing 
unks, Mr. Sharef sald on an Israel 
Television interview. However, he 
emphasized, had the officials deal- 
ing with housing assignments shown 
more flexibility in seeking solutions, 
this shortage would have not been 
felt. “They sat and waited for the 
Housing Ministry to provide an 
apartment for everyone — which 15 
utterly impossible,” Mr. Sharef 
added. 

Next year, he said, his Ministry 
will supply 18,000 τὸ 19.000 housing 
units for ποὺν immigrants, with 
15,000 of these toa be newly Dullt. 
However, should immigration exceed 
the forecast by several thousands, 
It would take some six to elght 
months longer to sclve the problem. 

This, he said, can by oo means 


be called a “catastrophe,” as Mr. 
Arye Pincus, the Jewish Agency 
chairman, described the  sttuation 


last week. Mr. Sharef sald the state- 
ment vy Mr. Pincus was ἃ gross 
exaggeration. 

The Minister suid 35,000 units 
were provided for young couples in 
the past year, and this problem 
was expected to be completely solved 
by 1975. Meanwhile. house trailers 
for young couples should be consi- 
dered as a temporary solution. In 
any event, Mr. Sharef asserted, un- 
der no circumstances will housing 
designated for young couples be 
reassigned for other purposes, (Itim)

mounting prices of tlats. The dem- 
onstration in this fashionable and 
expensive section of the city was 
organized and sponsored by a group 
calling itself "The Young Couples 
Association,” which was set up by 
the Ha‘olam Hazeh Knesset faction. 

Som: 10 tents were pitched, a 
platform was put up and pop music 
piped over loudspeakers. 

Knesset Member Uri Avueri told 
the demonstrators that Israeli so- 
ciety is a non-egalitarlan one “in 
which people either lived in a mil- 
lion pound penthouse or in tents.” 

Among the other speakers were 
young couples, Eddie Malka of the 
Black Panthers, a landlord, who ex- 
plained ‘that there are so few apart- 
ments for reat because the Govern- 
ment makes it unprofitable to In- 
vest in rental housing, and a resi- 
dent of the Kikar Hamedina area, 
who protested against the fact that 
people who “by many years of hard 
toil have managed to save enough 
money to buy a luxury flat are 
Pictured as thieves.” 

The demonstration was held with 
police permission. The tents were 
takea down ut noon, as the terms 
of the permit stipulated.

Freezing night-time temperatures 
daniaged winter vegetables, oranges 
and subtropical fruit and destroyed 
an estimated 10 milion ‘to 20 mil- 
on flowers that are grown for the 
export market, an Agriculture Min- 
istry spokesman said. 

‘The loss will mean fruit and ve- 
getable shortages for at least four 
months, he said. 

Hens stopped laying when the 
frost bit into ‘the chicken coops, 
resulting ip an egg shortage that 
has forced supermarkets to ration 
existing supply. Only six eggs were 
allowed each customer in most parts 
οὐ the .country while, the spokes- 
man said, no eggs were available 
in the far north Israelis usuully eac 
80 millon eggs a month.’ ᾿ 

“It's the first time crop damage 
has been so extensive since the 
founding of the State," the spokes- 
man said. And if we don’t have 
rain in the next week or 10 days, 
it will be terrible damage." 

The frost combined with the tack 
of rain has also halted the sprout- 
Ing of winter grains, the spokes- 
man sald. He expressed fears of 
serlous graln losses unless the dry 
spell ends, 

The spokesman sald the frost has 
damaged everything from carrots to 
potatoes, uvocados, mangoes, bana- 
nas, lemons, strawberries and even 
fish breeding ponds.

YAACOBI: 
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‘Economic council’ 
to fight inflation

HAIFA. — The creation of a 
national council on economic mat- 
ters was suggested on Friday by 
Deputy Transport Minister Gad 
Yaacobi. ᾿ 

Speaking at the, Maritime and 
Eccnomic Club, he sald that fight- 
ing inflation was one of the most 
pressing issues in the economy to- 
day. He warned that among the 
urgent measures that needed to be 
taken up were spending by local 
councils and municipalities, pro- 
gressively increasing exposure of 
industry to competitive imports and 
comprehensive old age insurance to 
increase compulsory saving. 

Mr. Yaaccobi also thought the 
added value tax should be introduced 
soon. The promised income tax re- 
lief (which will deprive the Treasury 
of an income of IL350m.) should 
be delayed until the added value tax 


goes into effect. 

The present state of affairs — 
deteriorating belance of payments 
and inflationary pressures — makes 
Israel's position more vulnerable in 
the forthcoming poktical debates 
with the U.S. on a partial solution 
of the Middle Esst conflict, he 
stressed. 

Mr. Ya'acobt did not speak abeut 
the ports sirike specifically, but 
nezed that 90 partial strikes had af- 
flicted the country in 1972, 2 20 per 
cent rise over 1971. Most of these 
had occurred in publi¢ services ix 
the form of slow-downs ard other 
kinds of sanctions. 

General strikes, however, had 
shrunk from 169 in 1971 to 140 last 
year, or by 18 per cent. Altogether 
the economy had fost about 
200,000 work days because of strikes 
in 1972, compared with 169,00¢ 
the year before.

She told The Jerusalem Post that 
“two or three months” after the 
hijack incideat she was asked by 
Ali Shafiq Taha’s sister Subeila to 
help her get the body back. Mrs. 
Langer says she first applied to 
the Ramle police, who had handled 
the hijack investigation, and then 
to the Defence Ministry.

Mr. Saharov holds that the suc-

This whole business of rescuing 
firms in trouble does not appeal 
to Mr. Seharov. “A company that 
fails should be allowed to collapse. 
The chap who makes a hash of 
running the plant should not be 
helped to recoup his investment. 
Otherwise you put a premium on 
failure. Once it is clear that no 
help is forthcoming, the owners wilt 
do everything they can to save the 
situation by their own efforts.” In- 
stead of which they tun to Sapir, 
who tells Clal to buy them out, 

This Welfare State approach to 
business saps initiative even at the 
level cf the investment company it- 
self. “Clal is busy buying into exist- 
ing undertakings instead -of creat- 
ing new ones; and this applies to 
the other conglomerates — though 
not to Koor. The Histadrut, to 118 
credit, does a thoroughly ptoneering 
job in starting Industries from 
seratch.” 

Investment companies opt for the 
easier method of take-overs. They 
buy up existing firms and factorles

richer. Some critics complain that it makes money 
without soiling its hands, that is, that it would be 
better for the country were such concerns to roll 
up their sleeves and create constractive enterprises, 
instead of rescuing limping companies.

— with beneficial consequences, it 
canno: be dénied.

Cla! does mot behave differently 
from other private companies.

Since it is 
owned by foreign shareholders, the 
authorities have allowed it to adopt 
a less adventurous line even than

Mr. Saharov says. IC acquired stock 
that anybody with money could 
have bought. All that happened was 
a change of ownership. The oniy 
advantage is a side-henefit, that 
more dollars ‘paid by the purchaser) 
have been added to Israel's foreign 
currency reserves, 


Parsait of money 


Mr. Saharov believes that in- 
dustrial development should be en- 
gazed in by industrialists, not by 
holding companies, which have 2 
hand in all branches and know no- 
thing abour any of them. “Their 
loyalty is to money," he says, "not 
to manufacturing.” 

The pursuit of money is good 
economics in theory. In practice it 
does mot give a complete answer 
in Israel, because the price system 
is distorted. As the national cur- 
rency is undervalued, investment is 
attracted more to services than to 
production as the former are not 
exposed to the competition of im- 
ports. Clal is busy renting out cars 
‘to businessmen at ‘the prohibitive 
rates that prevail, instead of estab- 
lishing science-based industries. 

Clal could answer that it does 
not prevent industrialists from butld- 
Ing factories; on the contrary, ἐξ is 
ready to help them. Israel's economy 
is obliged to grow af an excep- 
tional pace—by seven-eight per cent 
per annum, industry by 11 per cent, 
exports by 15 per cent. There is 
mo question that the big conglo- 
merates have given a major fillip 
to expansion. In the absence of a 
developed capital market, they con- 
stitute a powerful lever for economic 
development.

Itis ironic that a week that symbolizes the 
decline of American leadership of the demo- 
cratic world — Britain’s formal entry into 
the European Community, a universal ex- 
plosion of anger at renewed ares bombing in 
North Vietnam -— should also mark the 
deaths of two men, Ha: Truman and Les- 
ter Pearson, who played, a leading part in 
ending the traditional isolation of North 
America #rom the world’s problem, as well 
as creating confidence in that leadership dur- 
ing a more dangerous period than that in 
which we now dwell. Quite dissimilar in 
background and temperament, Truman and 
Pearson played, in a certain sense, comple- 
mentary roles in laying the foundations of a 
new international system in the ashes of the 
post-World War Il world. 

The career of Harry Truman, President 
of the U.S. for seven-and-one-half years, the 
poor Missouri farm boy, unable to afford a 
college education, too short-sighted for the 
army, had a Lincolnian quality. His early po- 
litical career in the :nachine politics of Yn. 
sas City, and an undistinguis party hack 
in the Senate, gave little promise of the 
qualities he was todevelop when the whirli- 
gig of political fortune tossed him into the 
vice-presidency in 1944 and into the White 
House, on Roosevelt's death, in April, 1945. 

Within 2 month he had momentous deci- 
sions to take, of whose background Roose- 
velt had not bothered to inform him: whe- 
ther to continue with the Potsdam Confer- 
ence in face of the increasingly overbear- 
ing attitude of Stalin; the completion of the 
San Franciseo conference on the U.N.; above 
all, whether to shorten the war against 
Japan by dropping America’s two atomic 
bombs. Thereafter, the pace was relentless, 
and though he made some bad decisions with 
the heip of bad advisers, by the spring of 
1947 he had grasped the measures of his 
responsibilities; with the decision to assume 
Britain's responsibilities in Greece and Tur- 
key, with the appointment of George Mar- 
shall as his Secretary of State and the 
launching of the Marshall Plan to revitalize 
the disorganized economies of Western 
Europe. By 1952 when he decided not to run 
for a second term, the U.S. had a coherent 
foreign policy, strategic, economic and poli- 
tical, for assuming the leadership of a group 
of democratic States in Europe and Asia 
which were infinitely less powerful, in con- 
frontation with a up Communist 
Powers whose declaratory policy was consi- 
derably more menacing than today. 

Some of Truman's decisions are now right- 
ly subjected to criticism. But what impressed 
the world was his capacity to take them, 
crisply, without Roosevelt's Machiavellianism 
or nhower's wavering. For few men in 
any period of history have been called upon 
to make so many stark choices: the dropping 
of the atomic bomb, the commitment of the

U.S. to a close alliance with the West Zuro- 
pean powers, the decision to proceed with the 
hydro; bonb when his technical advisers 
were divided, to resist aggression in Korea 
through the U.N. (a decision he considered 
the toughest), all these involved bitter al- 
ternatives. “Within the first few months,” he 
later wrote, “I discovered that being Presi- 
dent is like 8 man riding a tiger. He has to 
keep riding or be swallowed.”

General] MacArthur in 1951. It was his 
courage that enabled him to fight and win 
the 13 election when both the right and 
left wings of the Democratic Party had 
deserted him and his closest friends were 
telling him that he had no chance. 

Few Presidents worked harder than Tru- 
man. He told an American journalist that 
during his first 18 months in office he read 
30,000 words a night of papers and back- 
ground docwnents to make up for his tgno-

advisers, such as Acheson, , Barri- 
man, he gave them his unstinted support, 
which they reciprocated, for like Lincoln, he 
had a great respect for educated ideas. - 
man created an Americo-centric interna- 
tional system which kept fresh war at bay 


and ted large parts of a world 
demora! by the previous one. 
Lester Pearson, Foreign Minister of Ca- 


nada from 1948 to 1957 and Prime Minister 
from 1963 to 1968, helped mould the harsh 

of this new system and mediate the 
tensions that the sudden rise of the U.S. to 
dominance inevitably created in the capitals 
of old proud states like Britain and France, 
or new proud ones like India. He came to 
power by a quite different route from Tru- 
man, the Royai Flying Corps, Toronto Uni- 
versity, Oxford, career diplomacy in the 
surprised to” find hunself in high polities!

Truman and Pearson, despite the dissimi- 
larity of theix power and their careers, had 
much in common. Both were bad orators; 
both were more admired abroad than at 
home; both preferred the company of old 
friends to that of the great; both enjo: 
their domestic hobbies, Truman reading his- 
tory and playing Mozart; Pearson skating, 
reading and conversation (he was one of the 
best raconteurs I have ever heard). But there 
was one great difference, derived partly from 
different constitutional systems: no one ever 
thought of addressing

the world.
